Masked robbers, armed with 
Winchesters, held up the train one e this 
side of Willlamsville, Mo., shortly before 
midnight Wednesday. It was one of the 
most daring robberies undertaken in Mis- 
souri since the days of the James gang. 

There were only two of the road agents, 
but they took complete possession of the 
train, forced Engineer Joseph Mattis to run 
a half a mile up the road, with the engine, 

e and express car, after Fireman 
Wilson and Porter Alex Lightsey had cut 
them loose from the rest of the train, com- 
pelled Express Messenger Wm. Farley to 
open the door of his car and unlock the 
safe, and held the entire train crew in 
submission at the muszles of two ugly 
looking Colt's revolvers. 

Tne hold-up delayed the train about forty 
minutes, and was one of the best planned 
and most successful executed affairs in the 
whole category of train robbing in the 
United States. Fortunately for the express 
company, there was little money in the 
small local safe, and Messenger Farley was 
unable to unleck the large one. The rob- 
bers ransacked the conténts of the small 
safe, but it is thought they secured no

The steel market has been quiet, prices be- 
ing close to $15 in Pittsburg. The market 
was not strong, wever, as the situation in 
would appear to demand. 
Thus far the finished fron and stéel trade 
does not indicate the slightest tendency to- 
wards higher prices, in spite of prospective 
advance in cost. In Pittsburg a block of 
8,000 tons of open-hearth plates has been 
sold for the Allegheny Water Works at the 
lowest price on for this grade of 
material.

was pending, and also a member of the 
Subway Commission appointed by his 
Honor, the Mayor, that my conduct in that 
direction was not in the best of taste. It 
also charges that I was East on several 
occasions for the purpose of discussing 
these measures with this Mr. May, whom I 
am charged with representing. In answer to 
this. I beg to state that it Is true that I 
was in the city of New York early in Feb- 
ruary, 1894, having visited that city for the 
purpose of attending a family reunion, and 
that while off on this short vacation of 
one week, having previously been appointed 
a member of the Subway Commission, I de- 
voted nearly two whole days in investigat- 
ing what had been done in the city of New 
York with reference to the construction of 
subways. While there, I visited the head- 
quarters of the Board of Electrical Control, 
which has charge of the subway system of 
New York, also the attorneys who were in- 
terested in the litigation, whereby the wire 
companies in New York were compelled to 
submit to the laws requiring their wires to 
be placed in the subways, and gathered all 
the information that I could upon the sub- 
ject. At the office of the Board of Electri- 
cal Control I was told that among the sys- 
tems in use in New York was one which was 
1 and owned by a company, of which 

ir. Louls May was the President, and that 
other systems, consisting of iron pipe laid 
in hydraulic cement, not patented, were also 
in use. I felt it my duty to look into the 
patented, as well as the unpatented de- 
vices, and in that. way became acquainted 
with Mr. Louis May. 

“He furnished me all the pamphlets and 
literature portalging to the subjeet which 
he had, Hut upon further investigation in 
New York, I was informed that the best 
and most efficient of the subways in use 
was the simple one of iron pipe laid in 
hydraulic cement, and while the patented 
device was good, it was not as good and 
more expensive than the unpatented one. 

pon my return to the city, at the next 
meeting of the Subway Commission of this 
city, I delivered to it all the information 
I had gathered, both verbally and in printed 
form, and accompanied the same with thé 
recommendation that from my investiga- 
tion in New York, I was satisfied that the 
Won pipes laid in hydraulic cement was the 
best and only one to be considered. This 
view was concurred in by my associates up- 
on the Subway Commission, who were 
versed in matters of this kind, and after 
full discussion at the meeting of April 18, 
1864, Mr. McMath, the President of the 
Board of Public Improvements (who was 
one of the members of the Subway Com- 
mission), by unanimous vote, was requested 
to have outlines of a conduit system for the 
central part of the city prepared, and an 
estimate of the cost thereof.

On his re- 
turn he told me of the result of his in- 
vestigations. He spoke of the wire subway 
in which Mr. May is said to be interested, 
but he did not favor it. On the contrary 
he favored the subway of iron laid in 
hydraulic cement ahd #0 reported to the 
Subway Commission.

sideration for which the city was to forego 
its claim to the 5 per cent, was that the 
companies were to put their wires under- 
ground free of cost to the city.

Subsequently, the 
companies proposed a consideration of $5,000, 
and from time to time this was advanced, 
until the sum of $70,000 was raised, with the 
additional consideration that the 5 per cent 
was to be paid after the year 1900, thus set- 
ting at rest the question about which there 
was grave difference of opinion. 

The subsequent amendments were all in- 
serted ih the interest of the city, chief of 
which was that the companies were to go 
underground at their own expense, whereas 
under the contracts the city would have 
had to share the expense of this, and it is by 
no means certain that the companies will 
accept the bill as amended. 

“Mr. Arnstein has been one of the most 
industrious and intelligent members of the 
Council. He has been fearless, never scrup- 
ling to tell those seeking franchises to their 
faces that the consideration should be in- 
cre . It was he who put on the amend- 
ment charging the Southern Electric $10,000 
a year for the extension from Sixth and, 
Market to Howard street. He has uniformly 
stood out for the highest consideration for 
franchises, and increased rentals for ony 
property. He has pérsistently — 5 l 
relief bills and has watched the city’s inter- 
ests as faithful as a lawyer would look 
after those of his client. After such ser- 
vices as his, it is poor encouragement for 
good men to go into the Council to have hie 
integrity thus assailed at the close of his 
arduous and unselfish labors.“ 

MR. KOTANY'S STATEMENT. 

Mr, Max Kotany, a member of the City 
Council, said: ay will not discuss the 
charges at all. The men assailed need no 
justification in this community from such 
outrageous imputations on their integrity. 
We are not interested in refuting the 
charges; they require no refutation. What 
the Council is interested in is in finding out 
the boodlers, kmalilers and bummers 
who are at the bottom of it, and I advocate 
that to the extent of ite powers the Council 
go to the bottom of the whole nine: no 
matter who ft affects. It is a con- 
spiracy gotten up to discredit some members 
of the Council. Not speaking of myself, the 
gentlemen whose reputation it is intended 
to besmirch are those who have continuous- 
ly and firmly stood out for the city’s inter- 
ests, who have resisted every attempt to 
get the best of the city, and who have in 
every instance, so far as I know, su 
in — 80. e matter l, I hope, be 
thoroug ly investigated and fought to the 
bitter end, and I shall u the exposure 
not only of the originator Df the infamous 
story but those behind him, and the inter- 
ests affected by the attempt to besmirch ts. 

I do not believe any such dinner party 
Was given at the Mercantile Club or any 
other club.

A CANDIDATR’S RECORD. 


Louis Cella Seeking Election to the 
House of Delegates. 


Louis Cella, gambler, saloonkeeper and 
politician, who is the Democratic candidate 
for the House of Delegates in the Seven- 
teenth Ward, has made an undesirable 
record for himself since he came to St. 
Louis from Chicago. Cella and Texas 
Tom“ Walsh, a product of the First Ward, 
compose the best known gambling firm in 
St.. Louis to-day. 

Walsh and Cella first became prominent 
in local racing circles as the proprietors of 
a poolroom on North Sixth street. This room 


proved a veritable bonanza to its owners 
and they invested their profits in the Madi- 
son race track and the Monte Carlo gamb- 
ling house. During the winter Walsh and 
Cella have operated tape“ games in their 
downtown poolrooms on Sixth street. 

In addition to his gambling interests Cella 
owns the saloon on the southwest corner 
of Sixth and Morgan streets and Mat 
Keilty’s old place out on Washington ave- 
nue. Cella secured his start in St. Louis as 
the proprietor of the saloon on Sixth and 
Morgan streets. This place seems to have 
been a favorite resort for thieves before its 
owner became prominent as a gambler and 
politician, and the police records show that 
Cella got into trouble on more than one oc- 
casion, the result of stolen property being 
found on his premises. 

The worst case against him in this r 
spect turned up when two sealskin sacqu 
valued at $500, which had been stolen trom 
a drummer at the Lindell Hotel were traced 
to his place by Detectives Fitzgs 
Lawler. Cella was taken into cus y, but 
he claimed that he had purchased the zeal- 
skins from Jack Horton, alias O ry,.who 
got a term up the road for the job. 

Lizzie Klienschmidt, alias Black Lena, 
a notorious shoplifter, and her partner, Sam 
H. Wray, were tracked to Cella's place by 
Detective Fitzgerald about a year ago, at 
a time when they were 
town stores. 

Fitzgerald arrested Wray in the saloon 
while he was in the act of handling a bolt 
of silk over the bar to Cella himself. “Black 
Lena“ was arrested in Union Market, across 
the street from Cella’s saloon. Wray went 
up the road while his female partner got a 
Work-house sentence.

NO SURRENDER. 


The Post-Dispatch frankly acknowl- 
edges elsewhere that it has found no proof 
of the allegation that the Electric Light 
companies’ bill passed the Council through 
a boodle deal. The statements of Mr. 
Arnstein and Mr. Ferriss summarize the 
arguments that led the Council to accept 
the compromise as preferable to litigation. 

It is a point on which twnere may be 
an honest difference of opinion, but the 
Post-Dispatch adheres to its view that 
the compromise should not be accepted 
by the city and hopes that the House of 
Delegates will defeat it. 

It is significant that before the House 
committee as before the Council com- 
mittee the Edison Company is eagerly 
and earnestly urging the compromise. 
‘This very eagerness should put the cus- 
todians of the city’s rights on their guard.

The bill provides a fund to endow the 
State University and to establish and en- 
dow scholarships of merit in each county 
of the State. The fund is to be raised by a 
collateral succession tax on property re- 
ceived in any manner through the death 
of a person by any other than direct 
heirs; by imposing a license tax on cigar- 
ette vending and on patent medicine 
mianufacturing and a small tax on cor- 
porations. 

One-fourth of the revenue from these 
taxes is to be devoted to the University 
endowment fund and three-fourths to a 
scholarship fund in each county to assist 
poor and meritorious youths to enjoy the 
educational advantages of the University. 
The selection of applicanés on the merit 
System is carefully provided for in the 
dill. 

The measure is designed to accomplish 
two admirable purposes, One is to pro- 
vide the University with an increasing 
permanent fund which will supply the 
means for improvement and will render 
it to some extent independent of legis- 
lative accidents and caprices, and to 
bring its advantages within reach of the 
youth who are most in need of them 
and for whose special benefit the institu- 
tion was originally founded.

He says his 
company cannot put them in until the 
question of overhead or underground 
wires is settled and a permanent solution 
of the conduit problem is reached. As 
soon as this question is disposed of Mr. 
Durant will confer the blessings of a 
metallic circuit and long-distance tele- 
phones on St. Louis. 

But Mr. Durant does not tell why the 
question of burying the wires is unsettled. 
He does not intimate that the chief rea- 
son the wires are not permanently placed 
underground, as St. Louisans have 
ardently desired them to be for years 
past, is because Mr. Durant’s powerful 
telephone monopoly has blocked all ef- 
forts to bury the wires except on its own 
monopoly terms. He discreetly avoids 
the subject of the hold-up of the city by 
his company in order to get practical 
control of the conduit space under the 
streets and a franchise of incalculablé 
value which will maintain the telephone 
monopoly in this city without the aid of 
patents.

THE PRESSURE FOR SILVER, 


President J. J. Hill of the Great North- 
ern Railroad, whose ability as a financier 
is unquestioned, brings back from a re- 
cent European trip additional evidence 
of the growing sentiment in England in 
favor of bimetallism. 

Mr. Hill says both the manufacturing 
and agricultural interests of England 
charge the greater part of the depression 
from which they are suffering to the de- 
monetization of Silver, and are exerting 
strong pressure on the British Govern- 
ment to join in the effort to rehabilitate 
itas a money metal. They are beginning 
to realize, he says, that Great Britain is 
being outstripped and deprived of her 
trade by silver-using countries and hence 
bringing silver up to an equality in the 
mints with gold is a necessary act of 
self-defense. 

As to the ratio to be maintained Mr. 
Hill has a clear and decided opinion. He 
says the ratio of gold and silver taken 
for one thousand years, as long as we 
have history on the subject, has remained 
practically the same, It may change for 
short periods, but for long periods it 
sticks surprisingly close to 15% or 16 to 
1. If the metals have been interchange- 
able for so many hundred years at this 
ratio he does not see any difficulty in 
making them interchangeable at this 
ratio now, provided the leading nations 
are willing to accept it. 

When the leading nations agree that 
silver must be remonetized there will be 
no difficulty about the ratio, which will 
adjust itself, and the pressure for silver 
remonetization is 80 rapidly increasing 
that even the grasp which the money- 
lenders have on the throat of Great Brit- 
ain cannot long withstand it.

It only wants a few energetic 
merchants to go hand in hand and show the 
banks and clearing-house the evil of their 
way. Of course we all know that several 
of the large merchants are directly inter- 
ested in different banks of this city, conse- 
quently their place is on the fence; they ac- 
cept the ultimatum because, while they take 
money out of one pocket to pay exchange 
they put it into the other in dividends. 
These are only a small number among the 
large number of dissatisfied merchants. 

Let all join in the protest against this 
arbitrary ruling and if still unsuccessful, 
form a bank, do your own clearing-house 
business and you will have hundreds of 
depositors comprising the best financial 
concerns in this city.

South Carolina, 62; Tennessee, 24; Texas, 9; 
Virginia, 9; West Virginia, 2. Total com- 
pleted mils”and in course of erection, 372. 

Thirty-six additional are projected, and 
will probably be at once erected as fol- 
lows: Alabama, 5; Georgia, 9; Kentucky, 
1; Louisiana, 1; Mississippi, 1; North Caro- 
lina, 5; South Carolina, 11; ‘Tennessee, 2; 
Texas, 1. Total completed, under construc- 
tion and projected, 408, against 180 in 1880 
and 254 in 1890. 

The census of the Tradesman shows an in- 
crease of nearly 100 per cent in spindles in 
the five years and nearly 100 per cent in 
looms. The total number of cards in the 
South in 1895 is 7/251, an increase of nearly 
100 per cent in the five years.

FLIGHT OF THE 
PAMUNKEYS. 


F. F. V. Indians Trying to Get 
/ Cherokee Wives and Husbands. 


ANCIENT BLOOD PETERED OUT 


Great Excitement Among the Eligible 
Belles and Beaux of the Tribe 
Pocahontas Belonged To. 


Written for the Post-Dispatch. 

A modern instance of an entire nation in 
Bearch of eligible wives and husbands by the 
wholesale is furnished by the interesting but 
little known, tribe of Pamunkey Indians, 
living in Eastern Virginia, who are indeed 
literally the rst families” (F. F. V.’s) of 


the Old Dominion, being lineal descendants 
of the true aborigines. 

blue and exclusive is the Pamunkey 
blood, so unmixed through centuries with 
any other strain, that the tribe is dying out 
and now feels the urgent need of a matri- 
monial alliance with some outside stock in 
order to preserve the root. The detrimental 
effects of continued intermarriage between 
members of the tribe have become alarming, 
but inasmuch as they scorn a union with 
their white as well as with their colored 
neighbors they have decided upon heroic 
measures to restore their blood and save 
themselves from extinction. 

t is a case somewhat like that of the 
Primitive Romans and the Sabine women, 
except that they propose to capture their 
Wives not as the Romans did, by force, but 
by the acts of diplomacy. 

The Pamunkey diplomats, head men of 
the tribe, have opened negotiations with the 
Eastern band of Cherokee Indians in the 
adjacent States of North Carolina, Tennes- 
see, Georgia and Alabama to procure brides 
for their unmarried sons and husbands for 
their unmarried daughters. The male Pa- 
munkeys understand that the Eastern Cher- 
okee women are exceptionally pretty, mod- 
est and sensible, and the female Pamunkeys 
regard the Eastern Cherokee braves as 
handsome, loyal and industrious and cal- 
culated to make safe husbands. 

The prospective Pamunkey suitors of the 
belles of the Cherokee tribe and the hopeful 
young Pamunkey girls who dream o' nights 
of handsome and brave young Cherokee 
beaux are, as may be imagined, keyed up 
to a high pitch of pleasurable anticipation. 

THE MATCHMAKERS DEPART. 

Correspondence was begun about a year 
ago with the chiefs of the Cherokees, after 
repeated conferences btween representa- 
tives of the Pamunkeys and Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs Browning, at the Indian 
Bureau, in Washington, and inducements 
were offered by the matrimonial diplomats 
to the mountaineer Cherokees in North 
Carolina to send on a select sample con- 
signment of eligible girls and youths. Last 
week three emissaries of the Pamunkey 
tribe departed for North Carolina to visit 
Principal Chief Nimrod J. Smith and other 
‘head men of the Cherokees, at Bird Town, 
Wolf Town, Soco and Big Cove, and had 
full powers to bring the negotiations to a 
favorable conclusion. Whether the hardy 
Cherokee mountaineers will consent to ally 
themselves with the Pamunkey dwellers 
At tidewater without unreasonable induce- 
ments is doubtful, but the Pamunkeys are 
confident that a speedy infusion of new 
blood into their tribe will be insured with- 
out further delay. 

This plight of the Pamunkeys and the 
peculiar conditions that give rise to it are 
more noteworthy from the fact that the 
members of the tribe are the real lineal 
descendents of the old Powhatans of the 
days of Capt. John Smith and Pocahontas. 
They dwell on a part of their original hunt- 
ing grounds and represent all that is left 
of the once powerful aboriginal confederacy 
which gave the early Virginia colonist so 
much trouble, until éxpelled from the 
Jamestown region in 1644. 

Their progenitors possessed the land when 
Capt. ot gf coy in 1607, founded James- 
town, the rst permanent English settle- 
ment on the American continent. Conse- 
quently the present Pamunkeys are the 
Veritable “‘blue-bloods’’ among all the In- 
Hans suriving to-day, and they form the 

rgest remnant of the old Algonquin stock 
now to be found on the Atlantica coast. 
Only a few trifiing offshoots and uncertain 
and*‘feeble strains of blood remain of the 
other Powhatan tribes. 

The Pamunkeys alone have withstood in- 
tact the encroachments of civilization for 
nearly three hundred years, and although 
theif manners are now modified, their blood 
impoverished, their language lost and their 

restige vanished, they still illustrate the 
aw of the survival of the fittest. The bare 
fact of their existence is unknown even 
in many parts of Virginia, and almost 
wholly unknown elsewhere. 

PROUD OF THEIR LINEAGE. 

Naturally Pamunkeys are proud of their 
lineage arid of the prominent place occupied 
by their ancestors in history and literature. 
King Opechancanough, the successor of 
Powhatan, and the leader in the great 
massacre of the whites in 1622, is their 
tutelary hero. Next to him they revere the 
memory of Powhatan, and his ill-starred 
laughter, Pocahontas, who, as a little girl 
javed Capt. John Smith's life in 1608, an 
when grown married John Rolfe, the English 
. planter, in 1613. 
They maintain among themselves a curious 
kind of. savage aristocracy, and assume 
superiority over their surrounding Virginia 
neighbors, even as their old Pamunkey for- 
bears sidered themselves the leaders 
among 


all the allied Powhatan tribes. If 
put to the test they might perhaps reluct- 
antly acknowledge the best whites as their 
equals, but they account the blacks as 

infinitely beneath them in the social scale.

Colonial Assembly of Virgiyia, is 


an oddly shaped neck of land almost en- 
tirely surrounded by one of the serpentine 
curves of the Pamunkey River, not far 
from its junction with the York River. The 
place is connected with the mainland by a 
single narrow sand-pit, and the isolation and 
protection afforded by this peculiar situa- 
tion have doubtless saved these Indians 
from destruction. About one-third of the 
reservation is good farming land, and the 
remainder consists of woods and low 


swamps, well stocked with deer, raccoon, 
otter, muskrats, minks, reed birds, wild 
geese, ducks and turkeys. 


THE PAMUNKEKDEPYS OF TO-DAY. 
There are now ninety Pamunkey Indians 
actually present 6n the reservation proper | 
and thirty-five others residing on another | 
small reservation twelve miles northward, 
on the Mattapony River, besides twenty 
more who are employed as boatmen on 
steamers plying the Virginia rivers, making 
a total of 145 Pamunkeys now living. In ap- 
pearance they are distinguished by the 
usual copper-colored skin, straight, coarse 
hair and dark eyes. They are not particu- 
larly strong or robust, and their average 
mew pled is less than that of their white 

and colored neighbors. 

There are few members of the tribe who 
are not closely related by consanguinity 
to every other person on the reservation, 
and this acounts for their waning vitality, 
to remedy which they are now exerting 
themselves. Most of the adults can read 
and write and are reasonably well inform- 
ed. They are temperate, moral and peacea- 
ble. Ill-feeling between them and their 
nighbors is almost unknown. Their homes 
are comfortable and well kept, and most 
of their houses are weather-boarded. As 
a rule they are a story and a half high, 
embracing from two to four rooms. 
Their church plese where Baptist serv- 
ices are held every Sabbath, is a credita- 
ble structure. The church receives the 
hearty support of the whole tribe. 

The Pamunkeys wear ordinary citizen's 
dress, but affect an excessive use of gaudy 
colors. All talk English, and scarcely a 
vestige of their old tribal tongue is left 
among them. Following the habits and in- 
stincts of their forefathers they spend their 
time largely in hunting and fishing, using 
dug-out canoes in their aquatic sports. 
They also do a little farming to supply 
their own tables, and make a little earthen- 
ware for domestic uses. 

Still they cherish an inherent dislike for 
manual labor, and frequently hire impecu- 
nious negroes to work their truck patches 
for them. A few horses, cattle, sheep and 
hogs are raised. A general merchandise 
store is conducted by a joint stock 29 
composed of members of the tribe. heir 
surplus fish, game, furs and farm products 
find market in Richmond and Baltimore. 

The reservation belongs to the tribe as a 
whole, and there is no individual owner- 
ship of land. The houses are individual prop- 
erty, however, and can be bought and sold 
at pleasure. The land is allotted to fami- 
lies from time to time, and on the death of 
occupants it reverts back to the tribe for 
re-allotment. The tribe is not taxed by the 
State of Virginia, but voluntarily pays. 
from time-honored custom, an annual tri- 
bute to the Governor personally in the shape 
of a brace of wild ducks or other game. 

PAMUNKEY GOVERNMENT. 

The tribal government is conducted by 
an elected chief and council of four, who 
administer a code of laws framed by the 
Indians themselves. C. 8. Bradby is the 
present chief, and J. T. Dennis, W. G. 
Sweat, R. L. Sampson and Terrill Bradby 
constitute the Council, with R. W. Miles as 
Town Clerk, and James H. Johnson, W. T. 
Neal and Dr. B. Richards as Trustees. The 
Chief and Council are the judge and jury 
of all who break the laws, and settle all 
disputes between members of the tribe. 
There is no such thing as corporal punish- 
ment under their laws, either by chastise- 
ment or imprisonment. Here are some 
specimens of their tribal laws, approved 
Feb. 18, 1886, and transcribed from official 
record verbatim et literatim: 

1. No member of the Pamunkey Indian 
Tribe shall intermarry with any nation ex- 
cept white or Indian under penalty of for- 
feiting their rights in Town. 

2. No non-resident shall be allowed to be 
hired or sheltered more than three months— 
and if anny person are known to hire or 
shelter anny suoh persons, shall pay We per 
day for every day over the above-mentioned 
time. Amendment. Should sutch person or

The Eastern Cherokees, towards whom 
the Pamunkeys are casting such longing 
eyes, are a vigorous, thriving people, occu- 
pying territory of their own in the south- 
western part of North Carolina and contigu- 
ous parts of Georgia, Alabama and Tennes- 
see. They number 2,885 souls, all told. There 
are 1,520 of them in North Carolina, 936 in 
Georgia, 318 in Tennessee and 11 in Alabama. 
All are self-supporting citizens, industrious 
and comfortably fixed, and all wear citizens’ 
clothing. The only aid they receive from the 
Federal Government is for their schools. 

Last week the resentatives of these 

Pamunke “Calebs-in-Search-of-Wives"’ 
called on v. O'Ferrall at the State Capitol 
in Richmond before starting on their mission 
and received from him some useful sugges- 
tions as to the best manner of procedure 
in dealing with the Cherokee chiefs. At 
the close of the interview the Governor 
smilingly assured the delegation of his be- 
lief that the contemplated alliance would 
certainly restore the good Pamunkey breed 
again, and although it might ruin its 
“blood” it would much improve its flesh.

Many men of high business standing reg- 
ularly consult astrologers for favorable 
hours upon which to launch business vent- 
ures and to ascertain certain days which 
chance points out as their lucky ones, when 
it would be prudent to indulge in specula- 
tions and to establish their various enter- 

rises. 
ie the past such credulity was common 
enough. ch men as Roger Bacon, Lord 
Bacon, Shakespeare, Milton, Dryden, Bish- 
op Hall, Matthew Hale and Richard Steele 
were versed in astrology. Queen Elizabeth 
adhered firmly to her belief in astrology all 
during her long life, and wore many amulets 
and signs of talismanic virtue to protect her 
from evil and to bring to her side good for- 
tune. 

James I. was notorious for his credulity, 

and Sir Kenelon Digby, one of the most 
learned men of his time, was hardly less be- 
lieving. Charles I. and his supplanter, 
Cromwell, consulted their astrologers res- 
ularly, among them Lilly, the last of the 
great English astrologers, who prophesied 
the restoration of Charles II., and also the 
great fire of London, which occurred in 
1666. : 
Mary, Queen of Scots, brought to her 
court the famous Nostradamus, who was 
even more noted as an astrologer than as 
physician and savant, and she consulted him 
on every occasion, both trivial and impor- 
tant. 

Though astrology fell into evil repute in 
the eighteenth century, its influence never 
entirely died out, and it may be of interest 
to know that before the tremendous astro- 
logical revival, dating from 1836, many per- 
sons, revered for their well-balanced m nds 
and great insight into life and character, 
consulted astrologers. One astrologer still 
lives in Charing Cross road, London, who 
can bear witness to long interviews with 
the Prince Consort, the first Lord Lytton, 
Charles Dickens, George Eliot, Disraeli and 
many other celebrities, whose fame de- 
pended on the gifts of birth or genius. 

An astrologer was visited at the time of 
the Queen's Jubilee by a young man, who 
asked in imperfect English for a forecast of 
his future. After ascertaining minutely the 
hour of his birth and the latitude of his 
birthplace, the astrologer inquired if he was 
by profession a soldier. The young man 
replied that he held a post in a foreign army, 
and the astrologer answered, “Your end 
will be sudden and by lead, and it is so near 
that it is not worth while casting your na- 
tivity.” Soon afterward the Archduke Ru- 
dolph of Austria met with his tragic death 
as the astrologer had described. 

Public opinion has undergone a serious 
change during the past few years. In 1892 
a London paper called Society devoted a 
certain space every week to astrology, un- 
der the signature of Jupiter,“ and soon the 
editor of the paper was inundated with cor- 
respondence, and this opened the way for 
columns in other papers of both Europe and 
America on palmistry, graphology, horo- 
scopes and kindred subjects, where con- 
tributors could gain information regarding 
their handwriting, their characters and their 
future.

Mr. Grosse sent a letter to Percy Sanderson, 
the Consul-General, under date of Feb. 5. 
It called attention to the provision of the 
new law that a tax of 2 per centum shall be 
levied, collected and paid annually upon the 
‘gains, profits and incomes from all prop- 
erty owned and of every business, trade or 
profession carried on in the United States,” 
and cited the fact that a penalty of 50 per 
‘eéentum is to be added to the tax on failure 
to file the returns. 

Mr. Grosse suggests that it might be 
proper to give the law wide publicity in 
Fngland, that the parties subject to the tax 
might avoid penalty. 

Mr. Sanderson sent this letter to his Gov- 
ernment, and this is all he has to do with

CONSTRUCTION OF THE LAW. 


Without Cléveland’s Indorsement the 
Delegates Would Have No 
Official Standing. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 28.—In re- 
gard to the point that the delegates from the 
United States to the International Bimet- 
allic Conference could not be commissioned 
under the Wolcott amendment unless the 
call, when made, should provide for a con- 
ference for the establishment of free coin- 
age, it is recalled that, in outlining the pur- 
pose of the proposed conference, the lan- 
guage of the present law is the same as that 
under which the Brussels conference of 1892 
was held, and that, while the first instruc- 
tions of this Government to its delegates in 
that conference were to secure free coin- 
age if possible, they were authorized to use 
their own judgment in a large measure, and 
that, falling to secure international bimet- 


allism,’’ they were advised by the then Sec- 
retary of State, Hon. John Foster, that the 
next important duty will be to secure, if 
possible, some action upon the part of Eu- 
ropean countries "one to a larger use of 
silver as currency, in order to put an end to 
the further depreciation of that metal.“ 

The fact is not overlooked, however, that 
the Brussels conference was held upon the 
call of the United States, while it is not 
2 that the conference now pro- 
posed shall be called at the instance of this 
country 

There ‘are public men here who do not be- 
lieve that any conference will be called. 
Judge Holman is among those who hold this 
opinion. He said to-day that the movement 
would amount to nothing, and expressed the 
Opinion that there would be no call for a 
meeting, and, therefore, no appointment of 
delegates by the President. 

There was a story current to-day that, in 
case the President should decide not to com- 
plete the commission a At ge for in the 
sundry civil bill, the delegates appointed by 
the Senate and the House could attend the 
conference regardless of his action; but 
this appears to be based upon the merest 
surmise, as no one of the Senate or the 
House appointees (who alone could be ade- 
quate authority for such a statement) is 
in the city. Judge Culberson, one of the 
House ee remained in the city until 
to-day, but his friends say that he has never 
contemplated attendance upon any confer- 
ence that might be called independently of 
the action of the President: They also say

duced in the North Carolina House by a 
man named McKengie to require riders of 
bicycles to dismount when meeting vehicles 
on roads.“ There was a «reat laugh in the 
House when the bill was read, it having 
come up with a committee report “without 
prejudice.“ 

McKenzie defended his bill, and insisted 
that it was one which certainly ought to 
pass. Amendments poured in. One was to 
require riders of mules to dismount when 
meeting bicycles; another was to make the 
bill apply to McKenzie’s own county alone. 

It was argued in opposition to the bill 
that ladies rode much on.roads in the coun- 
u, on bicycles, and it would be most un- 
gallant to put them to the trouble of dis- 
mounting.

HOW TO SWIM. 


Miss Cora Beckwith Says the Legs 
Should Not Be Used. 


“I cannot see where it would be any hin- 
drance to speed by kicking one leg out of 
the water,” said Miss Cora Beckwith, the 
famous lady swimmer, and as far as I am 
concerned experience has taught me that 
the less the use of the lower limbs the 
greater speed can be attained, and cer- 


tainly the greater endurance, It is a mis- 
taken idea, especially among beginners, that 
the feet aid materially in maintaining and 
guiding the course and in keeping up, par- 
ticularly at a time when every particle of 
strength is required. I have found that the 
use of the feet and legs in swimming is 
almost absolutely sure to prove a hindrance, 
and seldom do I make use of them, either in 
swimming or in maintaining my floating 
position. while undergoing tests of endur- 
ance. The only way that the lower limbs 
could be used in swimming is to alternate 
the motion with the hands and arms, thus 
keeping up a constant propelling without 
offering a resistance.

REAL ESTATE NEWS. 


Calvin C. Burnes hed decided to improve 
his property on Sixth street, between 
Spruce and Clark avenue, with an eight- 
story mercantile building. The new struc- 
ture will front on the west side of Sixth 
and will occupy an entire half block. 
Mr. Burnes had these improvements in mind 
when he advocated building a tunnel under 


the alley between Sixth and Seventh, but 
owing to the fact that a large sewer al- 
ready occupied the space and the great ex- 
pense attaching to that scheme the plan 
has been dropped.

Mr. Burnes’ new building will be con- 
structed on the slow combusion plan, of red 
pressed brick, granite and iron, and will 
tower several stories over the Cupples’ prop- 
erty. It will be known as the Burnes block. 

Charles G. Stifel has also advocated the 
improvement movement. “Give me any- 
thing in the line of legitimate improve- 
ment and I am willing to invest,“ were his 
words on the subject, at a recent meeting 
of property owners. He has backed his 
statement up with action and has let the 
contract for the drawing of plans for a 
seven-story structure on the site of the old 
St. Louls Medical College, Seventh and Elm 
streets. Other improvements are expected.
